Too Many 
Thieves Go 
to Church 
LONDON (AP) - In England, 


too many thieves are going to 
church. The trouble is they're 
going for material gain, not 
spiritual. 


Within the last 12 months 1,500 


churches have been robbed. 
Some of them have been ran- 
sacked and pillaged. C h u r c h 
thefts include 200 pairs of can- 
dlesticks, most of them old and 
highly valuable. 


Sometimes the thieves — the 


petty ones — just raid the poor 
boxes. In other cases, chalics 
worth $14,000 have been stolen. 


Lead is a favorite loot. Great 


chunks of it have been ripped 
from roofs. In the black market, 
lead brings fancy prices. One 
church lost its gate. Another's 
bells were stolen. 


Nothing is sacred. The altars, 


with 
their 
beautiful 
crosses, 


some centuries old, are often 
targets. The favorites are Angli- 
can 
and 
Roman 
Catholic 


churchs, for they are older and 
Iheir trappings more ornate. 


Many small parish churches 


in England possess treasures 
that would cost thousands of 
dollars to replace. Yet the doors 
are nearly always open. Those 
in charge of the churches do not 
want to hide their treasures. 
They want the members of the 
congregation to see them a n d 
enjoy them. Yet, this is getting 
very costly. 


Churches near main roads are 


vandalized more than those on 
r-ountry lanes. Police say the 
thieves prefer the churches near 
the highways because they can 
make a quick getaway. 


Many churches have vergers 


and these keen watch, but they 
cannot be on duty around the 
clock. Even the cathedrals, with 
large staffs, are being burglar- 
ized. A silver wafer box used for 
communion was stolen from St. 
Paul's in the very heart of Lon- 
don. 
The box was valued at 


$280. 


Insurance 
companies 
have 


warned the churches to be more 
careful of their treasures. 


Said a spokesman for the ec- 


clestiastical 
insurance 
office 


which insures most of the na- 
tion's 20,000 Anglican churches 
and others: 


"We have no definite proof, 


but organized gangs may be 
behind some of the thefts. They 
may be sendinc the loot abroad 
and selling it there. There's a 
certain amount of e d u c a tion 
thievery going oh."

Use small 
scissors for this task and clip 
with the points to avoid dam- 
aging the lace. Darts can be 
done in the same way. 


For seaming use the short- 


est 
zigzag stitch 
(as 
for 


jersey). This g i v e s longer 
lengths of thread in the seam 
and helps to prevent seam 
from tightening. 


When finishing neck, arm- 


hole, or sleeves, use a fitted 
or true bias facing. Use nar- 
row seam turns and put in by 
hand, catching only the lining 
and not the lace. 


If you are omitting the lin- 


ing in the sleeves, as you 
may well do for summer, 
finish the b o t t o m of the 
sleeves in a matching color of 
pearl cotton thread and zigzag 
over this. Then cut the edge 
away up close to the zigzag.

His wrists imprisoned in hand- 


cuffs, the accused man sat awk- 
wardly at the counsel table. He 
remained shackled while the 
witnesses gave 
their 
testimony, 


while the lawyers gave their argu- 
ments, and while the jurors gave 
their verdict: 


"Guilty." 
But when the defendant's lawyer 


appealed to a higher court, the 
guilty 
verdict was thrown out. 


The court held that, unless there 
is a special need for it, to shackle 
a defendant in the courtroom is to 
deny him justice. 


For it is a cornerstone of our 


legal system that every man must 
be presumed innocent until proven 
guilty. And the presumption of 
innocence may well fade at the

teams of contestants on ABC's 
"Supermarket Sweep" Monday 
loaaed their carts with well over 
$800 worth of merchandise In a 
total of about seven minutes — 
quantities of canned hams, im- 
ported cheeses, frozen turkeys, 
bedspreads, blouses and coffee. 


One husband-wife team—the 


husband did t h e running and 
managed to grab $378 worth 
and, in addition to winning the 
race, qualified for another whirl 
around the shelves. 


The day-time program, now 


several months old and doing 
nicely in the ratings, received 
unfriendly critical reviews in 
which the words "displays of 
greed" were often used. 


But Bill Malone, a veteran 


sportscaster who plays host on 
tne program, insists that this is 
a bum rap. 


"These are not hungry peo- 


ple," Malone protested. "They 
all regard it as a game — and 
the proof is that the losers walk 
over 
and 
congratulate 
the 


winners like good sports. 


"Besides, nobody could use all 


the stuff they gather up — after 
you've put five .frozen turkeys in 
even a big freezer, the freezer 
has just about had it. Actually, 
many of the contestants give 
away their merchandise win- 
nings — to freinds, neighbors 
and to charity." 


The program — this week it 


comes 
from a 
Philadelphia 


market — promises at the out- 
set that the show will give con- 
testants a "chance to run wild 
through a supermarket." 


"It is a test of speed and agili- 


ty for 
the runners," Malone 


said. "And for the contestants it 
is a great experience just to be 
on television." 


Malone lives near Washington 


on a 30-acre farm with his wife 
and three children. In addition 
to his game show, he does the 
play -by -play coverage of the 
Washington Red Skins football 
games. 


He says he covers the frantic 


supermaket race in the same 
style he uses for football plays. 
He is also in demand for com- 
mercials, and for some seasons 
was the spokesman for a gaso- 
line company. All of this adds 
up to a six-figure income — and 
verv little spare time.
